Family’s double misery 
over diabetic ‘errors’ 



Charity warns that 
self-harming police 
attacker needs care 

A SELF-HARMER who 
attacked two police 
officers in worrying 
echoes of the fatal 
stabbing of a PC must 
be given the help he 
‘desperately needs 
before another tragedy 
occurs’, a mental 
health charity has said. 

At Luton Magistrates’ 

Court on Thursday 
Richard Thomas, of 
Biscot Road, Luton, 
pleaded guilty to 
wasting police time, 
two counts of 
assaulting a police 
officer and a Section 
Five public order 
offence. 

Thomas, 41, has a 
history of self-harm 
and his arms are 
covered in dozens of 
scars from previous 
attempts to take his 
own life. 

He had even gone to 
Luton & Dunstable 
Hospital before his 
magistrates’ court 
hearing on Thursday to

AN NHS hospital patient died after slipping 
into a diabetic coma which nurses dismissed 
as her ‘just having a rest’, her son has 
claimed. 

Rakibur Rahman, 37, said he spent the 
entire night of April 30 telling Luton & 
Dunstable Hospital staff there was ‘something 
wrong’ with his 74-year-old mother, Abeda 
Begum, of Oak Road, Luton, who would not 
wake up. 

He claims that, at 6am on May 1, a nurse was 
‘surprised’ when his mother was still asleep 
and began treating her to raise her blood 
sugar levels as her ‘body had shut down and 
she’d gone into a coma’. 

She was transferred to the L&D’s Intensive 
Care Unit but died five days later having never 
woken up. The cause of death was hypoglae- 
cemia, respiratory failure and asthma. 

Mr Rahman said: “She had to have a lumbar 
puncture and was in a great deal of pain 
because they had to have several attempts at 
it. 

“She soon fell unconscious but after a few 
hours was not waking up. I kept telling the 
nurses throughout the night but they said: 
‘Don’t worry, she’s just having a rest’, but I 
knew something was not right. 

“By 6am she was dribbling from her mouth 
and shaking and the nurse came in and was 
surprised and said: ‘Your mum still hasn’t 
woken up?’ I told her: ‘I’ve been trying to tell 
you that all night’. 

“The nurse then said her blood sugar levels 
had dropped to 2.2 millimoles (mM) and that 
her body had shut down and she’d gone into a 
diabetic coma. 

“She never woke up. I never got the chance 
to say goodbye to her. I’m very upset.” 
Coincidentally, Mr Rahman’s cousin, Salma 


Begum, of Westbourne Road, says she 
witnessed a similar experience in the same 
hospital ward on Sunday afternoon and 
claims her diabetic father, Ataur Rahman, was 
not treated for a hypo as nurses thought he 
was merely ‘snoring’. 

Miss Begum said: “When I walked in he was 
grunting quite loud. I tried to wake him up 
but he wasn’t responding. I went to get 
assistance. I could tell it was a serious hypo. 

“The ward sister tried to put a syringe into 
his vein in his hand. Dad was bleeding really 
badly. He came around after 20 minutes. 

“I was thinking: ‘Why did it take so long for 


her to realise this?’ She said to me she thought 
he was snoring.” 

A healthy person’s normal blood sugar level 
is between 4-10 millimoles (mM). 
Hypoglycemia episodes occur when levels 
drop to 3 mM. 

When this happens, normal blood glucose 
levels must be restored quickly to prevent 
extremely serious symptoms such as 
confusion or unsteadiness and, in the 
extreme, coma which can cause death if left 
untreated. 

During his diabetic episode on Sunday, Mr

get treatment for his 
wounds after slitting 
his own wrists. 

His case has echoes 
of similar behaviour to 
that of schizophrenic 
Tennyson Obih who 
stabbed PC Jon Henry 
in Luton town centre in 
2007 and mental 
health charity SANE 
said Thomas needs to 
be given the care his 
condition demands 
‘before another 
tragedy occurs’.

Defendant gets three months extra 
in prison after violent dock outburst

A FATHER-TO-BE who reacted 
aggressively in the dock when being 
told he was to be jailed has had 
three months extra added to his 
sentence for contempt of court. 

Michael Flynn, 26, had to be 
restrained by seven custody officers 
at Luton Crown Court as he banged 
repeatedly on the security screen 
with a belt he had wrapped round 
his hand. 

During his outburst on Thursday, 
he swore at the judge and caused 


fear to other staff in the courtroom. 
Even after the judge had risen she 
said she could hear him continue 
with his tirade of threats and bang¬ 
ing on the screen. 

On Friday, he was brought back to 
the same dock, this time hand¬ 
cuffed to a custody officer and he 
admitted he had been in contempt 
of court. 

Judge Barbara Mensah told him: 
“The courts have experience of 
people who are distressed when 
they hear a sentence and it is often 
ignored because it is an immediate 
outburst. 


“But what the courts will not 
ignore is this lengthy sustained out¬ 
burst that was not only verbal and 
threatening but required seven offi¬ 
cers to calm you down. You dis¬ 
turbed everybody in the court. It is 
conduct I cannot ignore.” 

Flynn, formerly of Liverpool Road, 
Luton, but now living in Potters Bar, 
was before the court for his fourth 
breach of a suspended sentence 
order imposed last October for two 
violent incidents in town centre 
pubs in Luton. 

During one, he headbutted an off- 
duty police officer and in the other, 


he took off his belt and threatened a 
man with it. 

The sentence included a 12 
month prison sentence suspended 
for two years, with supervision, a 
curfew and an anger management 
course. 

Judge Mensah said that for a 
fourth breach for not complying 
with parts of the order, custody was 
inevitable. She told him she was 
implementing four months of the 
sentence which would still mean he 
would be released before the 
expected birth of his child in 
October. 



Airport is yet to land 
security level decision 


FUTURE security levels for 
Luton Airport have still not 
been finalised despite the 
deadline for the decision 
being nearly two months ago. 

Historically Bedfordshire 
taxpayers provided £400,000 
every year towards security 
costs at the airport, with a 
grant also being provided by 
central Government. 

Watchdog Bedfordshire 
Police Authority said this was 
unfair as passengers coming 
from outside the county were 
not contributing as much as 
they should. 

A review of airport policing 


led to central Government 
providing all funding from 
April 1, with costs being back¬ 
dated from whenever agree¬ 
ment between the airport and 
police authority is reached. 
The deadline for all airports 
across the country to reach 
agreement with their local 
police authorities was April 
29, but this was missed. No 
new deadline date has been 
set. 

Authority chairman Peter 
Conniff said: “The discussion 
is now going to mediation 
because an agreement could 
not be reached.” 


Mother’s agony after not guilty verdict 


A MOTHER of teenager Michael 
Simwanza broke down in court when a 
jury cleared a teenager of murdering 
her son with a hunting knife. 

Julie Bwalya, 35, collapsed in the pub¬ 
lic gallery at Luton Crown Court on 
Wednesday, as Kierron Brown, of 
Eynsford Road, Luton, was found not 
guilty. 

Mr Brown, 18, himself cried in the 
dock while members of Michael’s family 
yelled out in anguish shouting ‘Jesus, 
Jesus’. 

The 17-year-old was fatally stabbed in 
the chest at Kingsway Recreation 
Ground, Luton, where he had gone to 
buy drugs on October 31, last year. 

Mr Brown, who pleaded not guilty to 
murder, later told police he had taken 
the knife with him because he had been 
kidnapped and threatened in the past. 
He had gone to the ground to sell a £20 
deal of cannabis. He admitted stabbing 
Mr Simwanza, but said he was acting is 



self-defence and that the victim had pis¬ 
tol-whipped him and robbed him 
behind the club house. 


Cops had no powers to keep dogs 


POLICE said they had no reason to keep 
dogs which later went on to attack a deaf 
man as they were not an illegal breed. 

Last week, Marian Clarke, 32, of 
Celandrive Drive, Luton, was convicted 
of two charges of owning a dog which 
caused injury while dangerously out of 
control and two charges of owning a dog 
dangerously out of control. 

We exclusively reported last year that 
the dogs had been removed from Clarke 
by Bedfordshire Police on August 17 to 


establish whether or not they were an 
illegal breed but they were given back to 
her on August 23 after this could not be 
determined - eight days before they went 
on to attack a man who called at her flat. 

Steve Mann, of the Bedfordshire and 
hertfordshire Dog Unit, said: “The dogs 
were reported to us as suspected prohibit¬ 
ed dogs. They were found not to be pro¬ 
hibited. As there were no other matters 
that gave us the power to keep them 
seized, they were returned to their owner.”

Rahman’s blood glucose level was 1.7 
mM, said Miss Begum. 

Miss Begum added: “I really think if I’d 
walked in five minutes later he’d have 
fallen into a diabetic coma because his 
sugar levels were too low. He wasn’t get¬ 
ting the right diet either 

He couldn’t have the halal curry option 
as it was too spicy and gave him indiges¬ 
tion, so he had to have jacket potatoes 
and vegetables as the only other choice 
twice a day. 


“But he needs a balanced diet to help 
control his sugar levels.” 

In a statement the L&D said: ‘We 
received an official complaint from the 
family of Ataur Rahman. We will investi¬ 
gate this fully and respond to the rela¬ 
tives direct. 

‘All diabetic patients when they are 
admitted to L&D are given appropriate 
meal plans. 

‘This includes three meals a day with 
additional snacks and fruit to ensure a 
healthy, balanced diet. 


‘If a patient is used to eating very differ¬ 
ently at home then, on occasion, these 
healthier options may appear to be more 
restrictive. 

‘At the L&D our kitchen provides a wide 
range of food including a variety of Halal 
choices, all of which are suitable for dia¬ 
betic patients.’ 

Regarding Abeda Begum’s death at the 
hospital, a second statement was 
released saying: ‘We would ask the fami¬ 
ly of Abeda Begum to write to us to allow 
us to look into this further.’ 


Vulnerable man is ‘being 
punished’ after cry for help

A MENTAL health charity fears 
self-harmer Richard Thomas, who 
attacked two police officers, is ‘being 
punished because of his condition’. 

In Luton Crown Court on Thursday it 
was heard that, on February 13, Thomas 
made a 999 call, pretending to be a friend 
called ‘Simon’, claiming Thomas had 
taken an overdose, was outside Halifax 
Building Society in Bute Street, Luton 
and had razor blades on him. 

Specialist officers, with tasers, were 
sent to deal with him and he was arrest¬ 
ed. The court heard he did not have 
razors on him, but Thomas admitted it 
was a ‘cry for help’. 

Prosecutor Michael Gallacher said that, 
in January, Thomas was abusive towards 
a police officer outside the Esso garage 
on Dunstable Road and paramedics, who 
were called as he said he had taken med¬ 
ication. When he was taken into custody 
he hit one police officer and spat at 
another’s face. 

An independent report was published 
last year which said the 2007 death of PC 
Jon Henry in Luton town centre could 
have been prevented had his paranoid 
schizophrenic killer received better men¬ 
tal health care. 

Marjorie Wallace, chief executive of 
mental health charity SANE, said: 
“Richard Thomas appears to be someone 
in desperate need of help, who ends up 
being punished because of his condition. 

“Sadly we at SANE are increasingly 
aware of people unable to access servic¬ 



es, particularly inpatient care, until they 
are at the point of absolute crisis. 

“The relentless agenda of cutting psy¬ 
chiatric beds, allied with the cuts to men¬ 
tal health services as the NHS struggles 
to balance its books, means that we are 
likely to see ever more people like Mr 
Thomas unable to receive the treatment 
that they need. 

“We should not have to wait until 
another tragedy occurs before we inter¬ 
vene.” 

Chairman of the magistrates Mr 
Edwards said: “We are very concerned 
that you spat at an officer, it is a revolting 
thing to do. It can lead to infection and I 
hope this will never happen again. 

“You have now been given names of 
who to contact who can assist you. 
Please take advantage of those people in 
order to help you along.” 

Magistrates gave Thomas a J2 month 



community order with a prohibited 
activity requirement that for J2 months 
he must not dial 999 unless in case of a 
genuine emergency and he must not be 
abusive towards the public services, 
especially medical staff and police 
officers. 

He was also ordered to pay £J50 com¬ 
pensation to the officer he spat at and 
£J00 towards costs. 

Outside court Thomas said: “I am in a 
lot of pain, I have been let down by the 
mental health services.” 

South Essex Partnership University 
NHS Foundation Trust said: “As a Trust 
we are not in a position to discuss Mr 
Thomas’s personal situation. 

“However, we can assure you that any¬ 
one who comes in contact with our serv¬ 
ices will be assessed and receive an 
appropriate referral to the service which 
best meet their needs.”

LUTON South MP Gavin 
Shuker has been ranked as 
one of the most ‘cost- 
effective’ MPs in Parliament. 

The 28-year-old, who 
started his first term last May, 
has cost taxpayers £60,687 
in the past year and is listed 
as the seventh cheapest MP 

A total of £59,242 of that 
amount was his salary, while 
the rest was expenses for 
administration and travel. 

It is in stark contrast to his 
predecessor Margaret Moran, 
who spent £22,500 of 
taxpayers' money treating dry 
rot at her partner's house - 
then designated it as her 
‘second home’ - in 
Southampton. 

It is understood she is still 
being investigated by 
Metropolitan Police over 
some of her expenses claims.

South West Bedfordshire

Selous cost £104,171. Of that, 
£38,433 was claimed as 
expenses. 


New delay hits 
Moran tribunal

AN EMPLOYMENT tribunal 
against disgraced former 
MP Margaret Moran has 
been postponed. 

The case, in which three of 
the ex-Luton South 
member’s former employees 
- Ushrat Sultana, Tahir 
Qureshi and Yasmine Shah - 
are bringing the claim 
against her on the grounds of 
unfair dismissal, had been 
due to start on Tuesday and 
end on July 4. 

No date has yet been set for 
the rearranged hearing to 
take place at the Bedford 
Employment Tribunal office, 
which would give no reason 
for the delay. 

At the last pre-hearing 
review in November, Ms 
Moran’s barrister, Eloise 
Power, instructed by Richard 
Pitkethly of Steel & Shamash, 
wanted to ‘strike out’ the 
unfair dismissal claim as well 
as an amendment to add 
‘discrimination’. 

The three claimants had 
failed to make this 



amendment within the set 
time period and they each 
gave evidence as to why they 
had been unable to meet the 
deadline. 

Both Ms Sultana and Mrs 
Shah had been having 
medical problems, while Mr 
Qureshi said he had been 
stressed with his home life. 

The judge, Catherine Tribe, 
decided to strike out the 


discrimination amendment 
but not the other claims. 

At the previous hearing Ms 
Moran’s barrister also tried 
to bar Luton on Sunday from 
attending before it started by 
saying a previous order had 
been made to exclude the 
press. 

However, Mrs Tribe allowed 
the press in and allowed Ms 
Power to make her 
application but it was 
refused. 

Ms Power argued: 
“Reporting of these proceed¬ 
ings could cause substantial 
injury to the respondent’s 
present business undertak¬ 
ings.” 

Mrs Tribe said: “I have been 
given no details whatsoever 
of the business, let alone 
substantial injury or any 
injury at all it could cause. 
Therefore I am not satisfied.” 

Ms Power also requested, 
on behalf of Ms Moran, for 
costs for those proceedings 
to be paid by the claimants 
but these were also refused. 

We tried to contact Ms 
Moran, who has not been 
seen in public for two years, 
but she did not return our 
calls.

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Met cop not guilty 
of assault charge

A METROPOLITAN police offi¬ 
cer was cleared of two charges 
of common assault. 

Inspector James Lachlan, 48, 
was found not guilty at Bedford 
Magistrates’ Court relating to 
an incident at the Tesco Express 
petrol station in High Street 
North, Dunstable. 

The court heard during the 
two day trial how Mr Lachlan’s 
wife Amanda was struck by a 
reversing Ford Galaxy while 
she was crossing the petrol sta¬ 
tion’s forecourt. 

The events which then fol¬ 
lowed led to Mr Lachlan 
(right), who is based at 
Colindale police station in 
London, being charged with 
two counts of assault - one in 
relation to Jason Long, who 
was the driver of the vehicle, 
and one concerning Margaret 
Fox who was Mr Long’s moth¬ 
er-in-law. Mr Lachlan pleaded 
not guilty to both charges. 


Mrs Fox died three weeks 
after the incident when she lost 
her battle with cancer. 

The prosecution claimed Mr 
Lachlan was ‘aggressive’ 
towards Mr Long when asking 
for his details and the court 
heard evidence from the other 
family members in the Galaxy 
which included Mr Long’s wife 
Lisa and her sister Gemma Fox. 

Jim Davies, prosecuting, 
alleged Mr Lachlan pushed Mr 
Long in the chest at least once 
and pushed Mrs Fox in the 
stomach causing her injury 
which led to her needing oxy¬ 
gen from a paramedic. 

When giving evidence Mr 
Lachlan said he continued to 
ask for Mr Long’s details but 
that the general response he 
got from the family was ‘it was 
her [the wife’s] fault, you’re not 
getting nothing’. 

He said: “I accept that I was 
agitated and upset but after the 
police arrived I calmed down. 

“I did not push a male or a 
female.”

A BRAND new Griffin sign has 
gone up on the Vauxhall van 
factory building. 

The firm, which had been in cri¬ 
sis over the past couple of years 
as a result of GM’s financial prob¬ 
lems, celebrated the decision in 
March to construct the new 
Vivaro van at Luton’s Kimpton 
Road plant. 

The Griffin emblem, put up last 


Sunday in place of the old GM 
sign, now sits prominently on the 
building, ‘reminding visitors of 
Vauxhall’s presence and long¬ 
standing heritage in Luton'. The 
following day a ‘Home of the 
Vauxhall Vivaro’ sign went up.

doom for 1,100 factory worker 
jobs there.

“Recent developments here in 
Luton prove that dedication and 
focus on the job in hand find 
recognition on all levels - in the 
market, internally and also with 
the Government. 

“The new Griffin will remind 
everybody of Vauxhall’s long¬ 
standing manufacturing pres¬ 
ence in Luton, building best of 
British commercial vehicles.” 


Violent trio punched victims and stole valuables 


A GANG of men violently 
attacked and robbed three young 
men in a spate of street robberies 
in the Bury Park area of the town. 

The first happened at 2am last 
Sunday as two victims were set 
upon in Ash Road, Luton, by a 
large group of men who punched 
them in the face and shouted: 
“Give me phone, give me wallet”. 
One of the victims handed over 
his belongings. 

Later the same morning, at 


about 5.45am, another victim 
was surrounded by a group of 
three men on Telford Way Bridge, 
near Liverpool Road, where he 
was punched in the face and was 
told to hand over his phone and 
wallet. 

The three are then believed to 
have made their way into Bury 
Park where at 6.30am, they 
approached another victim in 
Hampton Road and did the same 
thing, but this person refused. 


All the victims are aged 18-20 
and the gang members are all 
described as men of Asian 
appearance, aged 18-25, with a 
medium or slim build and short 
hair. The first was wearing a black 
hooded top, the second a grey 
top and the third a red top.

Morner states that sea level has not 
even increased by 1mm. In 
Bangladesh, mangrove trees have 
been removed to make fish ponds 
leaving the coast unprotected from 
cyclones. 

Gavin’s take on Carbon Dioxide 
(C02) is simplistic, and, as expected, 
it is the standard British 
Establishment line. 

C02 is now around one third of 
one per cent of the air but in the 
Early Carboniferous Period the 
amount of C02 was in the air was 
four or five times greater. 

Plants must have C02 to grow. 

C02 level rises after a warming 
period, it does not cause it. 

Much cash is to be made trading 
‘Carbon Credits’ and poor coun¬ 
tries may be kept controlled and 
poor.

Arms industry questions 

SIR - We are asking our Luton North 
MP Kelvin Hopkins to ask questions 
in the House of Commons about 
alleged corruption which is endemic 
within the arms trade. 

Alleged corruption exists primarily 
because the buyers for military air¬ 
craft and highly technical weaponry 
are very few and therefore bribing 
these buyers can yield great 
rewards. 

Corruption in the international 
arms trade is systemic and wide¬ 
spread, according to the Stockholm 
International Peace Research 
Institute (SIPRI). 

According to SIPRI, 40 per cent of 
all corruption in global transac¬ 
tions is due to the arms trade. 

The latest example of alleged cor¬ 
ruption within the arms trade is 
the Serious Fraud Office’s (SFO) 
investigation of allegations that 
the European defence group EADS 
gave Saudi Arabia officials luxury 
items in order to secure a £2bn 
communications contract. 

This case bears undoubted simi¬ 
larity to the most well-known case 
of corruption by a UK arms com¬ 
pany, that of the BAE Systems A1 
Yamamah deal with Saudi Arabia. 

BAE was alleged to have paid 
hundreds of millions of pounds 
into the bank account of Prince 
Bandar, the son of the Defence 
Minister, Prince Sultan, but in 
2006 Tony Blair quashed the SFO 
investigation. 

BAE has also been investigated 
for deals with South Africa, 
Tanzania and the Czech Republic. 

One of these is the Tanzania 
investigation, where BAE had to 
admit to ‘false accounting’ rather 
than the more serious charge of 
corruption and pay the Tanzanian 
people £29.5 million. 

Six months after the judgement, 
no money has been paid. 

The Bribery Act will come into 
force on July 1 and we want Mr 
Hopkins to ask that the 
Government to use the bill to crack 
down on corruption within the 
arms trade. 

Also, questions need to be asked 
about the Export Credits

NEGOTIATIONS are still ‘ongo¬ 
ing' over a dispute which has left 
Luton unrepresented on the 
county’s policing watchdog for 
more than a month. 

Three members from Luton 
Borough Council were meant to 
have been elected onto 
Bedfordshire Police Authority on 
May 20 along with representa¬ 
tives for Central Bedfordshire 
Council and Bedford Borough 
Council but problems occurred 
because the people presented for 
election were all Labour council¬ 
lors. 

The nominations were rejected 
because regulations state that 
political representation must 
reflect the numbers of councillors 
from each of the political parties 
across the county and a row 
erupted between the Labour and 



Liberal Democrat camps over 
what that representation should 
be. 

The Lib Dems maintain that it 
should be one Lib Dem council¬ 
lor and two from Labour, while 
Labour say all the councillors 
should be from their own party. 


The Town Hall’s Lib Dem group 
leader, Cllr David Franks (left), 
said: “The police authority will be 
looking at issues in the meantime 
and making recommendations to 
the police force and Luton is 
completely unrepresented. It’s 
outrageous. 

“This is not the Liberal 
Democrats digging their heels in 
but about measures that apply 
across the whole of the county.’’ 

A Labour Party spokesman said: 
“The issue is now likely to go to 
the next council meeting on July 
19 and negotiations are ongoing 
behind the scenes so the issue 
will hopefully be resolved. 

“The formula says all three 
members from Luton should be 
Labour.” 

Police authority chairman Peter 
Conniff said: “The next authority 
meeting is July 22. 

“I would hope that by then 
Luton is represented.”

‘Lack of concern’ 
in station lift row

A LIFT to a town centre train 
station has remained broken for 
at least three months in what 
has been described as a ‘lack of 
concern’ for the disabled. 

The elevator in Station Road, 
Luton, is the only means of access 
from there to Luton station for 
the disabled and those with 
pushchairs. 

Anyone who wants to get into 
the station without using the 
stairs has a long walk around it to 
the Midland Road entrance. 

The old walkway between Bute 
Street and Station Road, which 
had a working lift at one end, was 
knocked down in February as 
part of improvement plans for 
Luton’s Station Quarter. 

Disabled David Gower, of 
Colwell Rise, Luton, said: “I first 
noticed it not being in working 
order in March. 

“It’s not just about disabled peo¬ 
ple, what about mothers with 
pushchairs and buggies?” 

Green Party member Marc 
Scheimann said: “We all know all 
councils are facing hard econom¬ 
ic times, but this just shows a lack 
of concern.” A spokeswoman 


from First Capital Connect said: 
“We are aware of this issue and 
the inconvenience it is causing 
our customers. 

“However the council manages 
the lift and is responsible for its 
maintenance and we under¬ 
stand it is working to resolve 
this.” 

A Town Hall spokesman said: 
“The council’s capital & asset 
management team has a planned 
preventative service contract in 
place with a specialist sub-con¬ 
tractor who services the lift in 
line with statutory regulations to 
ensure uninterrupted operation. 

“Unfortunately however, this 
lift has been subject to break¬ 
downs over the past year due 
mainly to repeated vandalism 


which has cost over £12,000 in 
repairs. This has included lift 
doors being forced open causing 
damage to door beam sensors 
and door operation mechanisms. 

“As these are safety features, 
the lift becomes inoperable 
when these are damaged. 

“Due to the age of the lift (15 
years) spares can take some time 
to source, which leaves the lift 
out of action for some time. 

“We understand this is far from 
ideal and apologise for the 
inconvenience it is causing. 

“The council is also holding 
talks with Network Rail to find a 
way forward in resolving this 
issue and particularly how we 
can prevent these acts of mind¬ 
less vandalism.”

Uniformed civilians 
of action with Navy 


ARMED Forces Day was celebrated across the country 
yesterday to raise public awareness of the contribution 
made by those who serve and have undertaken military 
service. Reporter CHRISTINA JOHNSON spoke with two 
sailors with council connections in Luton and Central 
Bedfordshire who have served in the Royal Navy 
Reserves [RNR] for a combined 36 years... 


SUBMARINE operations, 
intelligence and diving are 
just three of the possible 16 
branches within the RNR that 
are available for people to get 
involved with. 

The RNR is a part-time force 
of around 2,300 trained men 
and women who are deployed 
with the Royal Navy in times of 
tension, humanitarian crisis or 
conflict. 

Reservists may be civilian 
volunteers but they wear the 
same uniform and complete a 
lot of the same training as the 
regulars. 

One such reservist is 
Lieutenant MarkVersallion, 40, 
who was elected as a Central 
Bedfordshire councillor last 
month to represent Heath and 
Reach. 

LtVersallion said: “I first joined 
the RNR in 1996 and I served for 
four years and then left for about 
two years while I was busy with 
work and marriage and all the 


rest of it. It then settled down 
and I rejoined. In total I have 
been in active service for 11 
years. 

“I come from a long line of 
family members who have been 
military personnel and when I 
was a boy I was keen on joining 
the Royal Navy. 

“I really wanted to fly helicop¬ 
ters but to do that you can’t be 
red and green colour blind which 
I am. When I left university and 
started working I missed what 
the military could give me but I 


didn’t want to join full time. I 
think the reserves are the best of 
both worlds because you get a 
great deal of experience you 
would not get in other walks of 
life. 

“When I first joined I served 
abroad on ship frigates and 
destroyers and in 2005 I moved 
into a specialist area and what I 
have been doing since then is 
working mostly on land in the 
operational HQ. 

“Now the military is working 
jointly across the three forces - 
Navy, Army and Air Force - and 
this is particularly the case in 
running operations. 

“The operational HQ at 
Northwood is the British 
equivalent of the Pentagon. 

“Each of the ships has an

operations room from where ops 
are conducted. In combat that’s 
where you will be using radars 
and computers. 

“I do about two weeks a year 
and then about four weekends a 
year as well and the occasional 
day or night. All reserves do a 
minimum of 24 days a year. 

“You get a huge breadth of 
experience as a RNR at sea or on 
land so I would definitely 
recommend it. 

“It helps with personal develop¬ 
ment and it’s a very enjoyable 
experience.” 

Over the last ten years, 
reservists have become more 
integrated into the day-to-day 
operations of the Navy and at 
any one time, around ten per 
cent of reservists are on active 
duty. 

Many have also been awarded 
medals for serving on NATO 
operations in Iraq, Afghanistan 
and other parts of the world. 

Ian Bartram, who holds the 
post of chief petty officer, works 
at Luton Borough Council, and 
has been in the RNR for 25 years. 

CPO Bartram, 53, said: “I am 
currently in maritime trade 
operations and working in the 
Allied Worldwide Navigation 
Information System (AWNIS) 
branch.” 

AWNIS provides a navigational 
information service for military 
commands and civil shipping in 
an area of crisis. 

The role of the maritime trade 
operations branch is vital since 


the vast majority of the UK’s 
trade comes in by sea, so great 
importance is placed on keeping 
the world’s oceans open for 
business. 

CPO Bartram added: “I started 
off as a communicator and I’ve 
also been involved in new entry 


training so I’ve moved around. 
I’ve been deployed at sea to 
places such as Naples and the 
maritime trade operation is 
currently based in Dubai to help 
local shipping combat piracy.”

TRIBUTES have been paid to one 
of the founders of Luton Irish 
Forum who has died.

Sunspot absence may spark 
a reversal of global warming 


W E may have encountered some 
difficulty in spotting the sun 
recently but more concern to 
solar scientists has been their inability to 
see many sunspots. 

Three studies presented by scientists 
at a conference in Las Cruces, New 
Mexico have predicted that sunspots are 
set to temporarily and unexpectedly 
vanish in coming years. 

This period of solar ‘hibernation’ 
could last for decades. 

Sunspots are intense storms on the 
surface of the sun, which throw out 
solar flares, which themselves add heat 
to the solar system. 

So a quieter sun will be a cooler sun, 
meaning a cooler earth. When it comes 
to our sun, change is all but guaranteed. 

But if the research is correct the sun 
may be on the verge of changing its 
sunspots in a way that could significantly 
alter weather patterns on our planet. 

And what will be the result? Global 
cooling. 

Most of us on this small island could 
well believe it has started already but 
global cooling could mean a mini ice 
age, which is what happened the last 
time sunspots disappeared, in the second 
half of the seventeenth century. 

This may, of course, get us off the global 
warming hook, which will be a huge dis¬ 
appointment to the ever growing hair- 
shirt brigade, who view creature com¬ 
forts the way the Victorians viewed sex. 
They will no longer have to fly round 


the world to attend conferences that tell 
us, among other things, to stop flying. 

In fact we may need to raise our 
carbon footprint to keep the tempera¬ 
tures up. Lots of flights, bigger cars and 
the resurgence of the coal industry 
could be on the cards to stop us all 
freezing to death. 

Before the environmentalists all leap 
off their straw mattresses and reach for 
their quills, I am joking. But this change 
in the sun’s behaviour may buy us time 
to go green more gradually, which can 
only be a good thing for most of us. 

And it also demonstrates that we do 
not know a great deal about how our 
climate will change and therefore 
cannot predict anything with much 
certainty. 

That is not an excuse to do nothing 
but could remove some of the hysteria 
from the debate. 

Yes, I am joking again. 

S O, as everyone’s pension, one way 
or another, is being hacked away 
by this Government, the question 
is will anyone be left with a decent 
pension? 


Public sector workers, particularly the 
low-paid, are going to be hit hardest, as 
they lose their final salary pensions and 
have to work longer to get less. 

Personally, I did not opt out of SERPS, 
as it was then called, but could lose 
some of that as a fixed pension is being 
discussed. Private companies are strug¬ 
gling to maintain final salary pensions 
as the cost rises due mainly to us all 
living longer. 

And the ‘defined benefit’ pensions are 
struggling as the economy fails to pull 
itself out of the mire. So will anyone be 
left with a pension scheme that is worth 
having in die years to come? 

Well, yes actually, MPs of course have a 
final salary pension scheme. 

Not only that, it grows much faster 
than the average final salary pension. 

One rule for us and another rule for 
those who make the rules. 

I ATTENDED the University of 
Bedfordshire’s annual ball last week 
(as I once said to the Queen, don’t you 
just hate name droppers). 

I do not think we appreciate or say 
loudly enough what a success story the 
university is. 

It may have to tighten its belt a litde, as 
most of Government funding is 
disappearing but it is a great story of 
how the county, after a few twists and 
turns, has ended up with a university of 
which we can be proud. 

Well done to all concerned.

long as I have. I’ve been very 
fortunate.” he said.

Earl blames man in the shadows for fight cancellation 


BOXING 

GRAHAM Earl believes that the British Boxing 
Board of Control (BBBofC) were influenced by 
an outside agent when they refused to sanc¬ 
tion his proposed fight with Michael Katsidis. 

Earl was set to travel to Australia for a 
rematch with Katsidis on August 13, only for 
it to fall through when the Board told the 
Luton man they did not feel it was in his or 
the sport’s best interests. 

He issued a stinging rebuke to the BBBofC 
over the decision and is now taking legal 
advice. For his part, Katsidis will now fight 
Mexico’s Michael Lozada at light welter¬ 
weight on the same date. 

“It’s ridiculous,” Earl said, adding: “I think 
that someone else is behind it. 

“I’m not going to name names, but there are 
two fighters who are fighting soon that have 
got the same promoter and one of them 
could then have a rematch with Katsidis. 


“I feel that they thought if I was to go down 
there and beat him then they would probably 
have to fight me, and that would scupper 
their plans. 

“We were almost at the point of signing the 
contracts. I think the Board are getting a bit 
above themselves and playing God. How do 
they know what is in my interest?” 

The previous encounter between Earl and 
Katsidis in 2007 was a toe-to-toe war that saw 
both men down on the canvas during the 
fight. Katsidis won to claim the interim WBO 
title after Earl’s corner retired him at the end 
of round five. 

The 32-year-old has kept training since his 
last bout two years ago - a points win over six 
rounds against journeyman Karl Taylor - as 
well as running his House of Champions gym 
and promotional outfit. 

He has also kept his boxing licence valid 
and had gone as far as to renew it for another 
year as it was due to expire in August in antic¬ 


ipation of facing off against Katsidis. 

Earl also feels that the time training 
other fighters has helped him, saying: 

“I’ve learnt a lot from being outside of 
the ring. 

“I always used to train hard but when I 
was fighting I was maybe doing it at 95 
per cent rather than one hundred per 
cent. 

“I didn’t always have the bit between my 
teeth or the killer instinct, but I think 
that’s something I do now.” 

He still holds out hope of 
eventually being able to face 
Katsidis again, pointing out 
that he still has not officially 
retired for a second time yet, 
having originally done so 
after a first round stoppage 
defeat to Amir Khan 
three and a half years 
ago.

OLIVER Clayson believes that the Minor

He is also keen on having another 
crack at League football before he 
retires, adding: “It’s a club that needs 
to be back where it belongs and I’m 
sure it will be. 

“The last two seasons we have 
missed out in the play-offs and we 
need to put it right. 

“We have to make sure that we get 
promoted as number one so then no- 
one can take it away from us.” 

Pilkington is already considering 
his options once his playing days are 
over, and next week will see him 
attend the course for his UEFA B 
goalkeeping coaching license. 

He has the outfield B license as well, 
but will not be doing any coaching 
with Luton with Dmitri Kharine cur¬ 
rently the man charged with prepar¬ 
ing the club’s goalkeepers. 

Pilkington rates former Chelsea 
’keeper Kharine as “the best coach I 
have ever worked with,” and for now 
is hoping to prolong his playing 
career as long as possible. 

“If you look at the top level of the 


pyramid, there are the likes of Edwin 
van der Sar, Brad Friedel and David 
James who are still playing when they 
are over 40,” he said. 

“I know van der Sar has retired now, 
but I feel he could have gone on for at 
least another season. It’s all about 
looking after yourself properly.” 

A secondary career on the Masters 
Football circuit may also beckon for 
Pilkington, who earlier this month 
took part in the PFA’s Barbados 
Football Legends tournament. 

He was representing Manchester 
United - the club he began his career 
at - and in typical United fashion 
they carried off the trophy. 

“That’s the United way always win¬ 
ning things,” said Pilkington, who 
played alongside the likes of Dwight 
Yorke and Andy Cole in the six-a-side 
event. 

“It was fantastic. I spent five days 
out there and it was great to see some 
of my old team-mates, as well as 
players I hadn’t met before. 

“It was six-a-side but they were full 
size goals, so the goalkeepers were 
kept busy and they all did really well. 

“It was an absolute joy to be 
involved in and it was a privilege to 
be asked to play in it.” 

Having won that competition, 
Pilkington is now hopeful that Luton 
can carry off the Conference title 
when the real action begins in 
August.
